H.E. the Governor.—1 did net 
have the opportunity of reading 
the hon, Senfor Unoflicial mem- 
ber's speech before I came to this 
Council nor did I have the advant- 
age of hearing the Hon, Colonial 
Seeretary’s reply until he deliver- 
ed it, but having heard both 
speeches ] think it is very unfor- 
tunate that the hon, senior /un- 
oficial member wishes to press 
this motion to'a division, beviuuse 
there is really no difference of 
opinion between him and the Gov- 
‘ernment on this subjeet, and per- 
haps, if he Hetena to me I might 
yet persuade him: that the wiser 
course Will be not to divide ‘the 
Councils If the hon. . member's 
motion had been otherwise word- 
ed, if he had merely stated that it 
wus imperative that the Colony 
should have a full water supply 
and that It was desirable that per-
